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Menlo Park’s City Council at it 
meeting last Tuesday evening, re- 
moved the last obstacle to the wid- 
ening of El Camino Real when a 
rezoning ordinance was introduced 
allowing the moving back of the 
Menlo Theater building, which is 
now in the direct path of the wid- 
ening project. 

In compliance with requests from 
the state division of highways that 
all speed ossible be used in clearing 
legal obstacles to moving the theat- 
er building the council will meet 
again in an adjourned meeting next 
Tuesday night to give final passage 
to the ordinance. 

An urgency clause will allow the 
ordinance to go into effect immedi- 
ately following its passage instead 
of waiting the usual 30 days, and 
the state can at once start work 
with its negotiations with the own- 
ers of the property. 

‘Fhe new ordinance provides that 
the property at the rear of the the- 
ater be rezoned from a residential 
to a commercial area. Without the 
change the theater could not legally 
be moved back away from the high- 
way. 

One written protest was filed by 
Henry Heydenaber of Palo Alto, but 
his objection was not to the rezon- 
ing, ut to the trespassing of prop- 
erty rights involved in moving the 
theater. City Attorney O’Keefe said 


the protest did not involve the city ; 


and that it would be handled by 
the state durings its negotiations 
for the property, which Mr. Wood- 
son, representing the state, agreed 
to. 

Since no other protests were made 
during the public hearing, the in- 
troduction of a rezoning ordinance 
was automatic.

Bicycle Days 
Are Here Again 


Ratio to Autos Found to 


Be About One to 
Every Three. 


WASHINGTON.—In a civilization 
dominated by automobiles, stream- 
| lined Diesel trains, and giant air- 
liners, the bicycle is staging a re- 
markable recovery of popularity, 
according to the department of 
commerce. 

The bicycle’s reappearance re- 
calls its prominence 40 to 50 years 
ago, back in the “gay nineties,” 
when the cycle was almost a family 
necessity. Then the automobile ap- 
peared and the bicycle almost van- 
| ished from the United States, ex- 
} cept for its use by children. 
| This contrasted with some parts 
| of Europe where adults and chil- 
dren alike were making constant 
use of the bicycle as a major means 
of transportation. 

European governments promoted 
the bicycle as a substitute for the 


| . > 
automobile and thus as a means to } 


conserve gasoline, it is said. The 
manufacture of cars required steel 
that was badly needed for guns and 
the countless machines that give the 
modern army its great speed and 
precision. 


‘Wheels’ Popular in Capital.

States today, 
to every three automobiles. The 1940 
production is estimated at 1,325,000 
and this year the production prob- 
ably will show a sizable increase, 
they said. 

The American bicycle has never 
been an object of foreign trade prin- 
cipally because it is much heavier 
than those manufactured in Europe 

| and Japan and the consumer abroad 
refuses to purchase it. In countries 
where the bicycle is used extensively 
for transportation, it has been found 
practicable to keep its weight at a 
minimum. 


The American bicycle has many | 


attached devices, such as multi- 
speed, brakes, horns, tool boxes, 
balloon tires, headlights and some- 
times even gasoline motors. 


Bicycle production has been on 
an increase in America since 1932 
when manufacturers inaugurated a 
campaign to show the value of the 
“wheel” as a means of transporta- 
tion, health and pleasure. 

One of the important factors con- 
tributing to the industry’s growth 
he been the youth hostel miove- 
n t.

‘Hitler Changes 


U. S. Relations 


Americans, Who Fed Post 
War Reich, Alienated 
By Nazi Rule. 


WASHINGTON. — German-Ameri- 
can relations since the last war have 
been divided into two distinct sec- | 
tions by the advent of the Nazi re- | 
gime. For more than a decade after | 
the signing of the Versailles peace 
treaty, Germany and the United 

States maintained the best of rela- | 
tions, with Americans contribut- 
{ 
| 


ing a great deal of money to try to | 
help the German people back on | 
their feet. The policies and ac- 
tions of the Hitler government, 
however, were so repugnant to} 
American ideals, that a rapid de- 
terioration of relations set in, culmi- 
nating eventually in Germany’s dec- | 
laration of war. 

After the last war, the United 
States made no distinction between | 
friend and foe in its humanitarian | 
effort to alleviate suffering in Eu- 
rope. Its ally, Belgium, its former 
enemy, Germany, and the still un- | 
known quantity, Soviet Russia, | 
shared equally in a relief program 
sponsored by Americans. The Qua- 
kers set up soup kitchens in Ber- 
lin and in other large cities in Ger- 
many. The Hoover Food Relief or- 
ganization came along later to dis- 
tribute flour, bacon and other es- 
sential commodities to the hungry. 


| This program continued for several | 
years after the peace treaty had | 


been signed. 
Then Came Hitler. 


| Germans never talked about Ameri- 
cans as they did about their other 
World war enemies. Even after the 
| Nazi regime came into power, many 


| of them, remembering the friendly | 
American ‘‘doughboys”’ in the Rhine | 


|area and the help rendered by 
American relief organizations, con- 


tinued to hope that the German gov- | 


| ernment would not involve the Unit- 
ed States in the present war. 

For much of the decade follow- 
ing the Versailles peace conference, 
Americans poured money into Ger- 
many by buying German securities, 
not only government bonds, but 
also those issued by states, munici- 
palities and private concerns. 
er the French had occupied the Ruhr 
| industrial area and the reparations 
| question came to a head, Prime 
Minister Baldwin of Great Britain 
| appealed to the United States to in- 
| vestigate Germany’s capacity to pay 
| and help settle the problem. 

In the meantime, American tour- 
| ists flocked to Germany and became 
the favorite foreign visitors in that

expelled as well as all German con- 
suls. Germany again retaliated by 
expelling all American consuls in 
Germany and German-occupied ter- 
ritory. An exchange was effected 
by sending the expelled Germans to 
Lisbon on the United States navy 
transport West Point on July 15, 
which returned with the expelled 
Americans. 

When Japan attacked the United 
States, it became evident that a Ger- 
man declaration of war would soon 
follow.

1 Gas heating equipment can be installed in homes WHEN IT 
REPLACES worn out gas heating equipment having a heating capacity 


equal to or greater than that of the gas heating equipment being installed 


fe Gas heating equipment can also be installed in homes WWHEN 
IT SUPPLEMENTS other sorts of heating equipment which will contin- 


ue in service as usual provided that the newly installed gas heating equip- 


ment has a heating capacity less than that of the heating equipment being 


supplemented. 


3 Gas ranges, gas water heaters and gas refrigerators can be in- 


stalled and used without restriction,
